THE  SUM  REPRESENTED  BY  A  PENNY  RATE  BEING  CORRESPONDINGLY  HIGHER. 

The  birth  rate  has  risen  compared  with  last  year  from 
15*6  to  16*3  and  is  well  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  is  9*8  compared  with  11*4  for  England  and 

Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  has  risen  sharply 
as  there  were  three  times  as  many  deaths  as  last  year,  the  figures 

BEING  40*0  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  AS  AGAINST  26 • 8  FOR  THE  COUNTRY;  BUT  IT 
MUST  BE  REMEMBERED  THAT,  IN  DEALING  WITH  SMALL  NUMBERS,  A  SMALL 
INCREASE  IN  TOTAL  NUMBERS  MAY  MEAN  A  BIG  INCREASE  IN  THE  RATE  PER 
THOUSAND. 
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The  water  supplies  in  the  district  continue  to  improve 

AND  it  WOULD  SEEM  THAT  AT  LAST  THE  LARGE  SOUTHERN  AREA  SCHEME  Is 
APPROACHING  A  beginning. 

Continued  progress  is  also  to  be  reported  in  the  provision 

OF  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  AND  IT  IS  INTERESTING  TO  RECORD 

THAT  IN  THE  POST-WAR  YEARS  THE  FOLLOWING  MAJOR  SCHEMES  HAVE  BEEN
